SEEING GREEN 

How a little-disputed park has become the 
focus of a big dispute. By Isaiah Thompson 

L ooking up at it iram the crumbling etreeta of the neigh- 
boihoodjust east of Broad and north of the Vine Street 
Expressway — an area some call “Callowhiir and others 
“Chinatown North," and the difference isn’t insignificant — the 
rotting Reading Railroad viaduct that runs from Center City 
toward Spring Garden looks likejust one more piece of blight. It's 
adifferent story cai top, where the strucKure becomes a kind of yel- 
low -brick road of unparalleled cuty sl^Hne views. It would make, 
almost everyone agrees, an awesome park. 

But that's about where the agreement ends. 

A battle has been simmering beneath the tracks and is set te boil 
this week. OnlXiesciay. Ci^ Councdl’s Rules Committee will hold 
a hearing on Ic^lation (xoposed byCoundbnanFrank DiCicco 
that would create a"Nei^bqrhood Improvement Distriet’INID) 
encompossingabnosteveiy property north ofVine, east of Broad, 
and west of Eighth.The district would collect an iidditiona] 7 percent 
properfy-tax assessment on ffiose propertieB, netting about a quar- 
ter-mdUon doll arsayear.The money would be administered by the 
NID board of directors and used forneighborhood improvemente 
— including, at least accxirding to the bill the proposed viaduct paric. 
The NID would have to be reauthorized by residents after five years. 
In a perplexing twist, those most in favor of creating the park 


have been busy dismissing its role in all of this; those most exposed 
to the NID have made a point of asserting their non-opposition to 
the park. Somehow, the viaduct park seems to have simultaneous- 
^ come to represent every neighborhood hope and every conflict. 

The flames of controversy we re ignited earlier this year, when 
enthusiasts foravioduct park attended a presentation by Paul 
Levy, president and CEO of the Center City Oistriettamong other 
titleslandapowerful player in any pobtioi.real estate or planning 
in or near CenterCity. Levy presented astudy suggesting that 
demolishing the viaduct would cost much more than renovating it. 

The numbers were one thing, Levy’s presenting them was 

another. After paying little attention to 
the idea of a viaduct park for the eight 
yearssomeresidoitebavebughtfbr it. 
his implied support after seeing New 
York’s High Line park suddenly elevated 
the idea from a amappy urban dream to 
a cdas5y-SQunding|anject. Socm after the 
presentation, theNutter administra- 
tion gave its suRiort, and Inquirer ardiitecture critic Inga Saflhm 
penned a glowing cri ticpie of “Vhet could be a linear version of 
RittenhouseSepjere." 

Meanwhile, at the same meeting.Levy had made another, fate- 
ful point: Noting the difficulty the High Line has hod in persuad- 
ing nearby residents post-facto to agree to a special tax assess- 
ment for maintenance, "We recommended they consider creating 
an improvement district both for short-term reasons but also to 
have in place a mechanism so they wouldn’t face this after it’s all

GAMES PEOPLE PLAY 

The flight and frippery of Raul Ruiz's epic 
Mysteries of Lisbon proves a deceptive 
swansong. By Sam Aciams 


: A- I MVSTERIESOF LISBON ! Dincledby Raui Ruil. a Music Box 
Films release^ opens Friday at Rtti at the Bourse. 

I magine working your way through a set of Russian nesting 
dolla.arrivingat the innermost and openingit, only to find a 
hole in the space-time continuum. That’s what itS like to have 
your mind buffeted by Raul Ruiz’s four-and-a-half-hour-long 
MysteriesofLiebon.Tbe Glm was the last Ruiz completed before 
his death in August, and it has the feel of both a climactic sum- 
mation and an autumnal doodle. On the one hand, its sprawling 
narratives encompass a dazzling array of styles and stories.flash- 
backa within flashbadts within dreams. On the other, it’s accom- 
plished with a pervasive lightness of touch, asifRuizwereonhis 
way out the door and suddenly realized he hud an hour to spare. 

At times. Afys/en'es feels like a period piece shot on the cheap. 
Ruiz certainly hasn'tcast his actore fortheirdeftness of technique; 
it plays like a soap-opera parody.or a melodrama staged by amid- 
dbng regional theater.But the transparent artifice is part of the 
gomes Ruiz is playingwith the audience, and with himself The 
film shiitsitomliveaction to shots ofpaper cutout puppets, just 
incase we're tempted to forget the whole glorious mess has been 


staged for our amusement (We aren’t.) Technically, such tech- 
niques fall under the heading of alienation, but the effect is just the 
opposite. We revel in the absurd convoki lions of melodrama, while 
at the same time recognizing that they're no more convoluted or 
inexplicable than our own fives. 

At the plots sometimes absentcenter is an abandoned noble- 
man named Pedro da Silva (Afenso Pimenteltthou^ he’s initially 
known as Jodo(Jo&a LuisArraisl. Raised as an oiphanbythekind- 
^ Father Dinis (Adriano Luz), he findsout heis thesrai ofeount- 
ess Angela de lima (Maria Jodo Bustos), a revelatim that opens 
the door to countless others. Tbrrid romanoes, evil deeds, hidden 
identities, a brupt leaps into the past: 
Mysteries of Lisbon has it aD. 

Chances areyou're meant to get 
lost more than on ce akm g the way, or 
atleast engage in some serious head- 
so'atching.As murii as he peaces hm at 
its convendons, Ruiz is sensitive to the 
appeal ofthe period melodrama, and provides the necessary friniery 
Deqjite its length and seape.Mystcries of Lisbon sloughs off 
grandiose acclamations. Like Kurosawa'sZ)rea/ns. it’s a film made 
forthejoyofit without particular regaid for posterity. The film’s 
bree^ qualities mayhave more to do with Ruiz's awesomely proliF 
ic pace than any sense of impending mo italic it’s been more than 
a decade since Ruiz's S/ioJfered Image axiATime Regained vtere 
distributed in theU.S..but his output never slowed. He continued 
tobelostin his work, and with Afysterieso/'Z.isbon, there's room for 
many more to join him.

Before every rehearsaL the members of olive Dance Theatre 
(oDT) gather together tn “check in," sharing whatever’s cm 
their minds or happening in their lives, a ceremcmial setting 
aside of the outside world before immersing themselves in 
the work at hand. 

On a recent rainy Monday at the Community Education 
Center, the check-in was brief: One dancer was tired, another’s 
arms were sore item braiding her longhair But artistic direc- 
tor Jamie Merwin had a more poignant tale to telL a double 
homicide the night before, a few doors away fit>m her West 
I^iladelphiahome. 

The fact that the neighbor had long been suspected of 
drug dealing presented Merwin with conflicting emotions. 
“Dolfwl less loss because Iknowwbathewas involved in?" 
she pondered later. That bothers me. There are a lot erf other neighbors on my 
block — if it had been them, where I would be sitting emotionally today would be 
really different' 

Merwin's complicated reaction serves as perfect fuel for oDTs new piece, which 
tbeyHpieview this weekend at Koresh Dance Co.’s Artist Showcase and premiere 
in its aitirety at the Painted Bride at the end of September. B/otherfy Lcroe revis- 
its the MOVE bombing and, more importantly from Merwin's perspective, the 
MOVE Organizatiem. 

"We always say ’MOVE’ as if MOVE is the bombing," she says. "Tliese are people, 
they’re artists, they’teactivists,theycontinuetodowaTk. Sotome.ourjcdrU to 
talk about it. for us individually to struggle with the issues of it. I want people to be 
pravokecLIwant to ask questions. I don’t want Co give people answers — and some- 
times that's hard." 

Notjust for the audience. Dancer Kelly Snell has struggled with MOVE’S messy 
legacy since the piece's inception. “When I first started working cm it,' Snell says, 

T wanted to know who's right, and I wanted to know who's wrong. What hap- 


pened: Who did what, and who killed 
who? I wanted to know the facts. So I 
reafly dug into that and realized Fm 
never going tn know the actual truth. 
And that killed me for the Icmgest time." 

The frustrating ambigtrity over the 
MOVE incident is manifest in Brotherly 
Love through the prismatic roles the 
dancers Cake on — therevolutionaTy,the 
state, Che media, the public and the heal- 
ing force — in order to relate. “I’m trying 
topuCmyselfcm the block in ’85,’ says 
Mark “MetaT Wong, also the company’s 
education director and cultural liaison.

Much of this new pece, which has 
been germinating since 2005, was devel- 


oped during a company stay in New 
Orleans with the show’s oo-director, Nick 
Slie of NOLA-based performance collec- 
tivo Mondo Bizurro.Even in rehearsal 
it’s a vividly emodonal piece, starkly 
confronting the rawconflicts that 
MOVE continues to engender through a 
mix of hip-hop dance and exjreaiionistic 
movement. The dance is accompanied by 
the evocative sound design of Brooklyn- 
basedDJ C^aVincait. who blends The 
Beatles with brass band spirituals anH 
howling dogs, among a wealth of other 
sources. Incorporated into the pece are 
^oken segments representing com- 
munity complaints.newscasta and the 
performers’ own reflections. 

“It’s a story that's important to explore 
and try to unearth and dealwithalittie 
bit," Merwin saya'I also think that it's 
definitely a story that should be told 
with bre akin'." 

Merwin co-founded oDT in 2002 with 
choreogmpher Raphael Xavier, who left 
the company a few years later. Its mission, 
she says, involves “validating breakin' as 
an indigenous American folk dance. 

T think there’s a lot of classism at 
work in the artstoourcountiy.For 
me, olive was always a v^ucle for us to 
express things that were important to 
us. that were valuable to us, that both 
offendus andthat weriierisb.'Thathas 
ranged from celebrating the work of pio- 
neering b-boy Ken Swift through their 
recent collaborative work Suriyi Solos, 
or wrestling with one ofthe city’s ugliest 
moments in Brotherly Loce. 

Her direction seemed set from the 
moment she arrived in Philadelphia 
to 1993 at ago 17 toattendTemi^e 
University.

"When I came to work hero, I hoped to be an instrument of more expbration 
whero the visual arts wero concemed,’’EayEHick5.Mutter would hove been 
pleased; in gifting his collection to the College of Physicians, he wrote that he 
wanted to make room for art students to come in and sketch. As Hicks paints out, 
“The histnry of medidne is intertwined with the history of the visual arts," 

Hicks, who came to the Mutter from the Chemical Heritage Foundation three 
years ago, overseas the combined historical coQectiansofthe library and the muse- 
um, and works with audiences, artists and constituents of organizational growth.

"I moved to Phiiadel|diia afewyears ago," recalls 
McManus. “It was the first time I ever saw the fmactice of sav- 
ing spaces with recycling bins, cinder blocks and other vari- 
ous household goods I was just totally amazed." 

He conceived a pubhc art project that would engage the 
community to transform space-suvere. These olgects are 
already like a piece ofort," he says.*They carry these conno- 
tations of possession — or aggression, intimidation. So. 1 thought, what if we try to 
change the signals that are sent by these objects?" 

Breadboard’s David Clayton was intngued.'We were really interested in this 
05 both a public art project and asocial experiment." says Clayton. It really does 
deal with this idea ofpubUc and private space. Our interest is really in ...how we 
can create diabgue around this odd thing we do here in Philadelphia.' 

They issued a call for submissions (deadline is Sept. 30; te contribute, visit 



breadboardphilIy.org) and used the 
precedent set by Parking Day, an annu- 
al event that turns parking spaces into 
temporary pocket parks, to get the city’s 
permission. 'The on-street exhibition 
will last for a day or two this falL and 
they plan to work with block captains 
to minimize disruptions to residents — 
who < surprise! ) can be quite protective 
of their parking spaces. Temple Gallery 
will then show one of the space-savers 
and for winter, the works will move into 
Breadboard's Esther Klein Galler-y. 

McManus and Clayton, who’ve wit- 
nessed the practice all crver the city, 
hope to spread the project aroimd so 
everyone has access to one or two space- 
savers in their neighborhood. 

Something that makes this project 
particularly thought-provoking &r art- 
ists and urbanites is the legaKond moral) 
ambiguity of space-saving. ‘Ifs a practice 
that's technically illegal, but it’s not 
enforced at alL” says Clayton. “Itfs a really 
interesting attitude. City government is 
usually very binary — either it’s right or 
it’s wrotrg — and this is a little gray area." 


The submissions have reflected dif- 
ferent aspects of the issue. Some have 
taken u decidedly positive tack, trying to 
bring beauty to something that's usually 
an eyesore. Others have zeroed in on the 
more territorial, sinister nature of com- 
mandeering public space. 

“I don’t think the project condones 
[space-saving]." explains McManns. T 
always thought the custom was kind of 
fiirmy because it's passive aggressive 
— you can go and just move the shift 
easily and park. But it seems as though 
there’s this implied threat." 

“I see it as an opportunity for public 
art,"he continues. “If someone is going to 
blockaspace.itwouldbeniceifrt was ... 
something that people spent some time 
on. It’s almost like when I was a child, 
and my parents would take me around 
to see Christmas lights. Imagine, all the 
spotsonyour street are blocked with 
space -savers, but th^re all these amaz- 
ing works of art. Maybe it could have a 
better feeling — and be something more 
interesting to look at."

>■ DAVID ANTHONY FOX ON THEATER 

Thirty years is quite aD achievement, and I’m proud to be a small 
part ofit. I arrived in Phillyinl990,and started at City ftiperin 
'99. Still, that's a lot of theater. 

Two early eiqjeriences when 1 was still adviSan stick in my 
mind: One was a production of Assassins, directed by Charlie 
Gilbert with a mostly young cast in a now -defunct space — a 
production (hat set a standurdforedgyelectridty that Tveyet to 
see equaled. 1 also attended the Arden Theatre Co.'s first Siveeney 
Thdd. when they were still at St. Stephen's; seeing this monumen- 
tal work in such an intimate setting was a revelation. 

Growth has been a hallmark of the last three decades of Philly 
theater. The Arden is stnmger than ever, with its own two-stage 
space that aibws more flexibility. The Wilma and Philadelphia 
Theatre Co. now also have elegant theaters designed to their speci- 
fications. But the greatest leap forward has been in the number of 
companies. Pig Iron and Theatre Exile werejust starting out when 
I began at CP. and look at them now. 

In my first seasons on the job, a number of Philly actors made an 
indelible impression on me. Grace Gonglewski, Greg Wood, Jilline 
Ringle, FrankX, Mary MarteHo.Ibny Lawton, Jane Moore, Bill 
Zielinski, Hazel Bowers. Wonderful comics, like Jen Childs, Soott 
Greer and Pete Pryor. Tom McCarthy, Carla Belver and Ian Merrill 
Flakes. And the great thing is. almost all of them still grace our 
stages from time to time. (Jilline. you are deeply missedO 

Its been a terrific ride so far. Thirty more years? Why.yes, please! 

>■ DENI KASRELON DANCE 

My entry into dance began in the early ’90a Abstract expressbnism

HILL OF BEANS 

Philly’s smal but passionate coffee-roasting 
community is beating up. By Brion Shreffier 

S queezed in past titewasiterand diyer, stacks of bikes, 
numerous bins and a flimsy wooden table, I watch as the 
temperature readout quickly cHmbs: 290... i329... 409. 
People are doing Iota of things in Fishtown this night, but I doubt 
anyone else is roasting coffee in a basement. 

ReAnimator Coffee co-owner Mark Corpus’ 
black-and-silver machine is a streamlined take y/nn oft 

on a DalekfromOr. HT/io — fbr$]0, 000, this ff CltyPiPNIlBt 

5-pound-capacity Garanti Turkish roastercan 
beyoura.Its coutrol panel is filled with invit- 
ingly red buttons and a digital display. A secondary reader runs 
from temperature jartbes to a laptop via a USB connectiou.From 
there. Corpus follows a “roast profile,” a graph drawn from a pre- 
vious run that provides a model for finding a bean’s “sweet spot.” 
Che ideal temperature and time amid a sea of variables. 

The temp settles at 420 and the beans clink down the funnel 
top to dance within a central tumbler. Inside, they go from green, 
withagrassy, lightning bug-y smell, to a burnished light brown. 
Alongthe way, they release pent-up steam, while Coipus huddles 
ever closer, employing all his senses to get it just light. 

Today, he's roasting a small batch — three-and-a -half pounds of 
beans. Since the device employs both direct heat from flames and 


the convection generated by the pull of hot air through the perfo- 
rated drum, spacingiskey togive each bean equal attention. As 
with your laundry, overloading is less than ideal 

Artisanal food is synonymous with tiny output — it’s about new 
directions, not volume. Starting small allows you to experiment. 
Jumping into a competitive industry like coffee with limited 
resources forces you to stand outonthe basis of quality alone. 

Such is thecouree taken by nascent roasters bke ReAnimator, 
founded in Apnl, and GreenStreet. helmed 1^ Chris and Tom 
MoKeri since July. They’re servicing the Hiilly coffee drinkers who 
oivet the end product only fresh. locally roasted beans can create. 

In^iration to get into roasting came to both Corpus and Chris 
Moberivia Stumptown.the Portland,

all the players, while Corpus, who runs 
ReAiumatorwithMsrkCBpriotti.caught tbebugonthe Elast 
Coast . Molieri, along with his bra ther.Tbm. built upon previous 
experiments with a popcorn maker. “Mom was yelling from the 
otherroom, saying, 'What’s that.it smells like shit!'”Ibm recalls. 

Both roasters purdiase green beans via importers, with ensu- 
ing experimentation spilling over into the local farmers maihets 
both companies utilize us testing grounds. ’'The closer you are to the 
process, the more you give to the customer,” Mob eri says. 

To thatend, Molieri balances the single-origin varietals popu lar 
with the coffee geek crowd with blends that appeal more to main- 
stream coffee drinkers. ReAnimator. meanwhile, is a vocal pro-

ponent of lighter rnn.iting, which allows more fruit and 
floral notes to pop from each cup. 

Both are making headway ReAnimator is carried at 
venues such as Grindcore House, Cirries and Whipped 
Bakeshop. Molieri’s accounts include Mariposa Co-op, 
Greensgrow Farm and Red Cup Cafe, and he’s currently 
working on a four-bean blend for Metropolitan Bakery. 

Molieri's 20-pound-capacity Ambea roaster is given 
room to broalh within the spaoous confines ofaTcmplo 
food truck oporator’s commissary offBroadand Girard. 
That doesn't make it any easier to stand n ea r the swelter- 
ing machine when it's running. Molieri does 5< to 15-pound 
batches at a range of 415 to 480 degrees. Since he's work- 
ing at high temps, his runs arc shorter, reaching tlieir 
audible 'first crack' quicker. He watches the beans os they 
turn via a tiny portal. After dropping the temp following 
tJie first crack, he cranks it again as they progress toward 
their second. A sample tray allows him to directly view and 
smell his beans, Tt’s a very hands-on procesa.'he says. 

Corpus and Molieri are new to the Philly coffee-roasting 
game, but tliere are a handful ofplayers who have been at 
it for years. Art Dupras of Reading Terminal Market’s Old 
City Coffee, which has been around for 25 years, loves his 
freedom from ordering big quantities ofbeans like Larger 
roasters. "We don’t carry too much of anything,* he says. 
"That’s the beauty of our position." 

Joe Cesa ofPhillyFhir Trade Roasters has been roast- 
ing with his 30-pound-capadty Garanti at West Philly’s 
Four Worlds Bakery for only a year, but began with a 2-kUo 
table-top roaster back in 2006. His beans turn up at spots 
like Pumpkin Mnrkul and Strange Brew. Cesa roasts 
almost every day, as the time between the roasting and the 
cup is critical with coffee. Oxidation is a constant threat 
to quality "1 just cant see larger roasters, wdth so many 
customers and so many varietals and blends, being able to 
meet all their demands, while also being able to prevent 
anything from sitting too long,* he says. 

Since Chestnut Hill Coffee’s Tom Ewing mans both 
the roaster and the cafe's brew bar, he's constantly 
documenting requests from drinkers. He feels it’s in 
everyone's best interest to seek out locally roasted cof- 
fee. They play their distribution close, too — Chestnut 
Hill supplies a few cafes, Di Bruno Bros, and Marathon 
Grill and provides coffee for Franklin Fbimtain ice 
creams, preferring to stay as close to home as possible. 

If they expanded, "We wouldn’t be able to maintain that 
personal relationship with our customers,' Ewing says. 

If these operations are small, ReAnimator and 
GreonStroel are minuscule - but they're on their way. 
Corpus and Capriotti would love to open their own 
cafd. Molieri is setting up a February visit to Central 
America along with an importer — for now, though, he's 
tied up in Philly with his roasting schedule ‘We're not 

Stumptown.'he says. "Yet."
